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Baptists  In  Italy 
Protest  T reatment 

Baptists  and  other  evangelistic  groups 
of  Italy  have  recently  become  concerned 
over  certain  repressive  measures  which 
to  indicate  that  basic  religious 
liberties  may  be  violated,  according  to 
information  received  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  from  Dr. 
George  W.  Sadler,  secretary  for  Africa, 
Europe,  and  the  Near  East.  who  is  now 
on  a  tour  of  mission  fields  under  his 

supervision. 

these  evangelical  groups  have  accused 
the  Italian  government  of  denying  the 
exercise  of  “fundamental  liberties”  and 
of  reducing  democracy  to  a  “mockery.” 
The  directive  committee  of  Baptist  evan¬ 
gelical  work  in  Italy,  including  churches, 
schools,  and  orphanages,  protested 
against  what  it  termed  arbitrary  inter¬ 
pretation  of  Italy’s  law  on  cuHs.  It 
recalled  that  the  new  constitution  of 
the  Italy  Republic  state  that  all 
religions  “are  equally  free  before  the 
la*  ” 

Dr.  Manfrodl  Ranchi,  secretary  peri¬ 
oral  of  the  Italian  Baptist  Cenvention, 
has  protoated  that  the  Ministry  af  the 
Interior  was  impeding  the  fraedem  af 
the  foundation  by  requiring  it  to  obtain 
tptcial  permission  to  open  new  churches 
and  that  the  state-controlled  radio  mo¬ 
nopoly  in  Italy  had  refused  permission 
for  a  broadcast. 

A  press  communique  issued  by  Dr. 
Ronchi  explained:  “It  is  well  to  re¬ 
member  that  the  evangelicals  do  not  re¬ 
ceive  financial  aid  of  any  kind  from  the 
State,  and  that,  therefore,  they  cannot 
permit  themselves  the  luxury  of  grandi¬ 
ose  buildings  and  thus  must  often  content 
themselves  with  modest  rented  halls, 
against  which  the  authorities  in  more 
than  one  locality  have  taken  repressive 
measures  at  the  direction  of  the  central 
government.”

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Relief  For  Korea 
Needed  Immediately 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn— < BP)— There  is 
need  for  immediate  relief  funds  for  Ko¬ 
rea,  according  to  a  letter  received  here 
from  Dr.  John  A.  Abernathy,  Southern 
Baptist  missionary  who  is  now  living  in 
free  Korea. 

There  are  four  urgent  needs:  (1)  medi¬ 
cal,  (2)  help  for  war  orphans,  (3)  gen¬ 
eral  relief  and  (4)  additional  missionary 
personnel. 

Dr.  Abernathy  says  that  there  is  now 
only,  one  missionary  doctor  for  over  one 
million  Koreans.  All  the  native  doctors 
are  serving  in  the  army.  "Thousands 
of  poor  refugees  and  others  have  no 
place  to  go  when  they  get  sick.  Many 
are  unable  to  buy  medicine  or  call  a 
doctor.  We  are  urgently  requesting  as 
soon  as  possible  at  least  two  ex-China 
missionary  doctors  with  clinical  equip¬ 
ment  and  medicines.” 

Another  urgent  need  is  for  orphans* 
homes.  “We  have  many  Baptist  orphans, 
but  there  are  tena  of  thousands  of  home¬ 
less  children  roaming  around  from  all

PUSAN,  Korea— (BP)— What  is  it  like 
preaching  to  Chinese  communist  pris¬ 
oners  of  war  in  United  Nations  Korean 
internment  ramps? 

Dr.  John  A.  Abernathy,  veteran  South' 
*ra  Baptist  missionary  to  China,  can 
you.  He  is  now  in  Korea  organising 
mission  work,  administring  relief  and 
preaching  to  both  Chinese  and  Koreans. 
Here  is  his  story: 

Each  Monday  afternoon  the  past 
re«  weeks  I’ve  enjoyed  preaching  to 
^•nese  communist  prisoners  of  war. 
™«re  are  many  thousands  of  these  peo- 
,  “  e*mP*  near  here.  Of  course 

were  are  Urge  numbers  of  Korean  pris- 
«>ers  of  war  too.  GHQ  Chaplain  (Col.) 
asked  me  when  i>  Tokyo  if  I 
^  *om«  time  to  preach  to 
Chinese  war  prisoners.  The  chap- 
*  here  have  followed  it  np  and  Mr. 
*r*  David  Aha  and  I  got  out  in 


our  car  each  Monday  afternoon,  they  to 
preach  to  the  Koreans  and  I  to  the  Chi¬ 
nese. 

"I  doubt  that  I  have  done  any  kind 
of  missionary  work  whore  there  was 
greater  and  mere  immediate  response 
than  this.  I  preached  my  first  sermon  in 
a  Qwonset  ward  of  over  3BB  wounded 
soldiers.  You  should  hove  seen  them 
perk  up  when  they  real  lied  I  was  speak- 
ing  Chinese.  Even  the  more  seriously 
wounded  propped  themselves  up  on  their 
elbows  te  hear  what  1  was  saying.  'Any- 
body  bore  from  Shantung?'  I  asked. 
About  twenty  hands  wen*  up.  Then  I 
told  them  that  was  my  heme  for  the 
pest  twenty-nine  years.  Then  asked  If 
there  were  any  from  Tsinan  and  three 
held  up  their  hands.  In  talking  with 
them  I  found  they  (two  of  them)  knew 
me.

Ministers  Retirement  Plan  will  have  no 
rightful  claim  on  the  relief  department 
for  support  when  retirement  age  is  reach¬ 
ed.  Funds  will  not  be  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  the  hundreds  who,  because  of 
neglect,  will  hsve  no  income  after  retire¬ 
ment. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  receiving  a 
larger  percentage  for  the  relief  depart¬ 
ment  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
than  the  four  and  two-thirds  cents  of 
each  Cooperative  Program  dollar  now 
going  for  relief.  With  more  causes  com¬ 
ing  into  the  denominational  family,  ad- 
juatmenU  must  be  made,  lowering  per¬ 
centages  formerly  used  that  these  new 
institutions  and  agencies  may  be  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

Any  pastor  who  lacks  three  years  or 
more  of  reaching  retirement  age  should, 
by  aU  means,  join  the  Ministers  Re¬ 
tirement  Plan  as  any  annuity  built  up 
before  retirement  will  be  much  better 
than  nothing.  If  pastors  will  do  this,  the 
relief  department,  so  far  as  funds  will 
permit  will  try  to  supplement  these  small 
annuities  earned,  that  the  preacher  in 
his  old  age  may  not  suffer  privation. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  feels  it 
should  continue  to  call  this  important 
matter  to  the  attention  of  our  Southern 
Baptist  constituency  for  the  Board  will 
be  greatly  embarrassed  by  so  many 
requests  for  assistance  which  will  not 
be  available.  We  sincerely  request  that 
our  people  generally  give  careful  and 
prayerful  thought  to  this  serious  prob¬ 
lem  that  la  causing  so  much  concern. 
Every  pastor  to  active  service  should 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  his 
denomination  has  given  him  and  join 
the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  without 
delay.

This  is  a 
part  of  the  two  million  dollar  expansion 
program— not  one  cent  of  which  comes 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.

"I  asked  if  there  were  any  Christians 
among  them.  Between  twenty -five  and 
thirty  held  up  their  hands  on -this  prop¬ 
osition.  One  lad  was  the  son  of  one  of 
our  Baptist  preachers  in  Kwanghsi  Pro-’ 
vince.  I  asked  what  they  were  doing  as 
soldiers  in  the  Communist  army.  Nearly 
all  replied  that  they  had  been  either 
captured  while  fighting  in  the  National¬ 
ist  Army  or  drafted  outright.  Some  said 
they  had  been  drafted  as  late  as  Feb¬ 
ruary  this  year  and  didn’t  know  where 
they  were  going  until  they  found  them¬ 
selves  at  the  front.  They  had  no  choice 
in  the  matter.  I  was  glad  I  could  tell 
many  of  them  1  had  been  in  their  prov¬ 
ince  or  home  town.  Many  of  them 
seemed  as  thrilled  as  if  their  daddy 
had  come.  Many  of  them  are  children 
sixteen  years  old. 

"They  learned  quickly  the  chorus  I 
taught  and  sang  with  me  several  times. 
After  preaching  a  warm  gospel  sermon 
I  asked  how  many  of  them  would  dare 
believe  hi  Christ  and  be  saved  David 
Ahn  was  with  me  and  said  later  at  least 
forty  of  them  shoved  their  hands  into 
the  air  and  said,  "I  want  to  be  a  Chris¬ 
tian  and  follow  Jesus.’  It  has  been  the 
•ame  at  each  service. 

“Going  from  ward  to  ward  and  talk¬ 
ing  individually  to  these  people  is  most 
profitable.  Most  of  them  are  badly  wound¬ 
ed  with  bullets,  shrapnel  or  bums.  I  saw 
one  lad  with  no  skin  on  most  of  his 
lower  body  and  legs.  Most  of  them  are 
homesick  but  most  of  them  hope  the 
Communist  regime  will  be  overthrown 
before  they  return  to  their  homes.  The 
Ahns  and  I  have  UN  Army  passes  to 
go  into  these  POW  enclosure*  and  ire 
given  all  the  freedom  one  could  wish."

Secretary  Quarles  has  led  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  in  a  marvelous 
luunncr.  New  heights  have  been 
reached,  great  goals  won,  and 
fine  fellowship  achieved.  With 
Cod's  tiuidauce  and  his  chosen 
leader,  Mississippi  Baptists  should 
.write  even  a  better  record  for  the 
remaining  months  of  1951.

We  Are  A 
VL  BAPTIST  BODY 
OF  THE  BOOK 

(ioldwin  Smith:  “At  the  Ref¬ 
ormation,-  Greece  rose  from  the 
dead  with  the  Greek  New  Testa¬ 
ment  in  her  hand.”  Then  the 
graves  of  moribund  society  gave 
up  their  dead.  We,  as  others  did, 
must  drink  of  the  spirit  of  Jesus 
— not  teaching  for  doctriues  the 
commandments  of  men. 

The  Bible,  God’s  compendium 
of  truth,  God  has  magnified  above 
all  his  name  (Psalm  138:2).  All 
who  believe  not  this,  degrade  the 
name  of  God,  the  name  of  his 
Son,  the  name  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  Bible — no  contradictions  in  it, 
having  no  admixture  of  error,  the 
Book  of  Christ  who  is  ‘The  Way, 
the  Truth,  the  Life” — is  our  final 
authority.  The  New  Testament, 
the  Baptist  Book,  written  by  Bap¬ 
tists,  shows  how  New  Testament 
Baptists  had  contentions,  discus¬ 
sions,  differences — and  their  dem¬ 
ocratic  way  of  settling  their  dif¬ 
ferences. 

As  Southern  Baptists,  we  must 
ever  believe  the  Bible  to  be  the 
final  word  on  every  subject  men¬ 
tioned  the  Book  from  which  there 
is  no  appeal,  Uie  Scripture  which 
cannot  be  broken  (John  10:35), 
the  only  and  all-sufficient  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  needing  no  sup¬ 
plement  or  addition.  Believing  the 
New  Testament  is  now  and  for¬ 
ever  a  sufficient  rule  for  the  Chris¬ 
tian  life,  we  assert  that  creeds  and 
decrees  of  councils  have  no  bind¬ 
ing  authority.  Needing  no  other 
lamp  to  guide  our  feet,  trusting 
nothing  in  antithesis  to  Bible 
teachings,  we  must  preach  the 
Word — the  Bible,  the  one  book 
which  is  supernatural  in  origin, 
infallible  in  authority,  eternal  in 


plexity,  the  miracle  book  of  di¬ 
versity  in  unity.  Inbreathed  of 
God,  the  Book  speaks  w’ith  a  di¬ 
rectness  that  leaves  no  doubt  as  to 
either  duty  or  destiny.  Dealing 
with  all  pliases  and  crises  of  Time 
and  Eternity,  Life,  Death — never 
outgrown — w  i  t  li  guarantees  of 
Eternal  Life  that  are  unequivocal 
and  entirely  reliable — it  makes  the 
libraries  of  the  world  compara¬ 
tively  meaningless  without  its 
teaching.  The  doctrines  of  this 
Book,  the  theme  of  which  is  Jesus, 
we  must  adorn  in  all  leadership 
and  teach  our  people  to  adorn. 

In  a  Methodist  meeting,  a  prom¬ 
inent  businessman  was  converted 
but  did  not  join  the  church.  A 
presiding  elder  and  a  steward  were 
talking  about  the  new  convert. 
The  steward  told  the  presiding  eld¬ 
er  that  the  new  convert  was  read¬ 
ing  the  Bible.  The  significant  com¬ 
ment  of  the  presiding  elder  was 
“Well,  we  had  just  as  well  say 
good-by  to  him.  He  will  go  to  the 
Baptists.” 

You  will  remember  that  Jud- 
son  and  Rice  on  different  ships, 
going  out  as  Congregational  mis¬ 
sionaries,  were  made  Baptist  by 
studying  their  Greek  Testaments, 
to  meet  Marshman  and  Ward,  two 
English  Baptist  missionaries  al¬ 
ready  on  the  field.  As  light  rays 
come  from  the  sun  and  fragrantly 
twist  themselves  into  lilies  and 
honeysuckle,  so  words  of  spiritual 
light  come  thrilling  and  singing 
from  the  Word!

Here  is  how  Editor  R.  T.  Skin¬ 
ner  of  the  Kentucky  Western  Re¬ 
corded  saw  it: 

“It  is  difficult  to  describe  the 
San  Francisco  Convention;  in  fact, 
any  meeting  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  One  has  to  see  it 
and  hear  it;  and  even  then  he’ll 
liave  to  work  ears  and  eyes  over¬ 
time.  You  can’t  get  it  at  a  glance. 
One  man  described  this  one  as  a 
three-ring  circus;  not  cheap  and 
noisy  and  amusing,  but  a  lot  go¬ 
ing  on,  all  the  time. 

“The  California  brethren  did  a 
great  job.  In  spite  of  doubts  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  going  all  the  way 
to  California  (in  which  doubU 
the  writer  shared),  the  meeting 
out  there  will  have  to  be  put  down 
as  a  success.  We  were  treated 
royally  and  we  found  the  same 


fine  hospitality  as  that  enjoyed  in 
other  great  American  cities. 

“The  California  brethren  need¬ 
ed  the  Convention.  Southern  Bui>- 
tists  though  growing  rapidly,  are 
few  in  the  great  West.  The  going 
of  (lie  Convention  to  Sail  Fran¬ 
cisco  lias  strengthened  the  hands 
of  Southern  Baptists  ill  the  far 
West,  and  the  Convention  made 
a  lasting  impression  on  the  city. 

One  mau  remarked,  ‘It  was  the 
strongest  spiritual  life  the  city  has 
experienced.’  The  Baptists  of  the 
West  feel  they’ve  had  a  visit  from 
their  kinfolks. 

“San  Francisco  newspapers  gave 
excellent  coverage  of  the  sessions, 
in  one  or  two  issues  filling  the 
front  page  with  Convention  do¬ 
ings,  in  addition  to  insidc-puge 
stories  and  pictures.  This  is  un¬ 
mistakable  evidence  of  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  California  Baptists.  Cal¬ 
ifornia’s  Governor  Warren  is  him¬ 
self  a  Baptist,  and  delivered  the 
welcome  address.  And  more  than 
two  hundred  Southern  Baptists 
occupied  pulpits,  Sunday,  in  tiie 
San  Francisco  area,  and  in  near-by 
towns  and  cities. 

“Listed  among  the  high  hour* 
of  the  Convention,  aud  there  were 
many,  would  have  to  be:  the  Pres¬ 
idential  address;  Dr.  C.  Roy 
Angell’s  annual  sermon;  Charles 
Wellborn's  address  for  the  Radio 
Commission;  Dr.  Gaines  S.  Dob¬ 
bins'  address  ou  Theological  Edu¬ 
cation;  the  sermon  by  Dr.  F. 
Townley  Lord  of  London;  Dr. 
Louie  D.  New  toil’s  address  on 
‘The  Sunday  School  Board’s  six¬ 
tieth  anniversary”;  I)r.  H.  II. 
Ilohbs’  sermon  on  “The  Bible,  Our 
Message”;  Billy  Graham's  sermon, 
Friday  afternoon;  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  night  presided  over 
by  Dr.  Rankin;  Dr.  W.  R.  White's 
address  on  “Separation  of  Church 
and  State  —  A  Spiritual  Impera¬ 
tive”;  the  Youth  Rally  Saturday 
night,  with  an  address  by  Howard 
Butt  —  great,  young  layman-evan¬ 
gelist;  I>r.

dr  GREENE  REPORTS  ON 
HIS  ROUND  THE  WORLD  TRIP 


Dr.  Roy  Beaman,  Teacher  ot  Arcneo- 
fog>  and  New  Testament  of  the  New 
Orleans  Seminary,  was  the  leader  of  the 
party  of  19  who  made  the  tour  of  Eu¬ 
rope  and  Palestine.  In  our  party  were 
two  Mississippians  other  than  myself, 
Rev.  L.  S.  Polk  and  Rev.  Henry  Joe 
Bennett  of  Jackson  and  Dr.  Harold 
Sanders,  pastor.  First  Church,  Tallahas¬ 
see;  Miss  Frances  Whitworth  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  and  Dr.  and  Mrs, 
j  M  Price  from  Southwestern  Seminary. 
The  tour  of  Europe  and  Palestine  cost 
$1650.  The  one  that  Dr.  Harold  Sanders 
and  I  took  around  the  world  cost  $2200. 

We  left  Meridian  on  the  SOUTHERN 
May  7,  arrived  in  New  York  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  at  noon.  We  left  New  York  that 
evening  on  a  Pan  American  Clipper 
carrying  50  passengers.  We  were  about 
four  hours  in  flight  before  landing  at 
Gander,  Newfoundland.  After  a  brief 
stop  at  Gander  we  began  our  crossing 
of  the  Atlantic  landing  in  Paris  a  little 
before  noon  on  May  S.  The  atop  in  Paris 
was  brief  as  was  the  one  at  Rome  and 
Athens.  The  party  was  to  tour  these 
places  later,  consequently,  the  stops 
were  nothing  more  than  rest  and  re¬ 
fueling. 

We  arrived  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  May  10, 
having  been  in  the  air  about  27  hours 
from  New  York.  In  a  little  more  than 
a  24  hour  day  we  had  crossed  the  At¬ 
lantic,  Europe  and  the  Mediterranean, 
and  landed  in  Egypt  about  7,000  miles 
from  home. 

Immediately  upon  arrival  we  went  on  a 
tour  of  the  city.  We  toured  Cairo,  the 
Nile,  Sphinx,  and  the  Pyramids,  the 
Tomb  of  the  Bulls,  and  places  of  Bible 
interest,  such  as  the  traditional  spots 
of  Moses’  early  life  and  leadings  of  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt. 

Dr.  Beaman,  our  party  leader,  insisted 
that  we  view  Cheopps,  the  highest  of 
the  pyramids.  Only  five  of  us  were  able 
to  reach  the  top!  I  was  glad  to  claim 
the  recognition  of  being  the  second  to 
reach  the  top,  though  the  heaviest  man 
in  the  party.  We  rode  the  camels  and 
were  led  through  such  historic  spots  as 
Old  Cairo  of  Bible  times.  We  saw  the 
old  threasing  floors,  sacred  cows,  plow¬ 
ing  of  oxen  just  like  they  did  two  and 
three  centuries  ago.  The  tomb  of  the 
Bulls  was  a  huge  cave  with  coffin  after 
coffins  dedicated  to  bulls  that  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  sacred  and,  there¬ 
fore,  worshipped  by  the  people. 

That  night  we  rode  all  night  up  the 
Nile  to  Luxor. 

Luxor  is  the  ancient  Thebes  or  capi-

Who  is  the  one  God?  "The  Father’ ’ — 
dearest  name  for  God — the  originating 
source  of  all  creation  and  the  one  goal 
for  the  believer.  Who  is  the  one  Lord? 
Jesus  Christ,  the  efficient  agent  in  all 
creation  and  the  Redeemer  of  the  saved. 
Such  knowledge  Imparted  a  power  of 
resistance  to  the  lesser  vices  connected 
with  Idolatrous  socrifices. 

(3)  Inability  to  eat  the  sacrtfical  meats 
without  harm  was  the  state  of  him  who 
di<5  not  have  enough  enlightenment  to 
accept  the  moral  indifference  of  food. 
Some  of  the  Corinthians  had  Just  emerg¬ 
ed  from  idolatry  and  when  consciously 
eating  idolatrous  meats  they  could  not 
refrain  from  assuming  through  force  of 
habit  their  old-time  reverence.  Hence, 
their  conscience,  not  being  fully  en¬ 
lightened,  was  tainted  and  corrupted. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  our  standing  with 
Ood  is  not  affected  by  the  food  we  eat. 
We  are  not  made  better  in  character  by 
eating  nor  made  worse  by  abstinence. 

The  kingdom  of  God  la  not  meat  and 
drink.  What  we  eat.  therefore,  la  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  tadiffereare  unless  it  caases  the 
weak  to  stumble.  While  It  Is  admitted 
that  a  strong  and  Intelligent  Christian 
could  partake  of  offered  meats  without 
shocking  his  sense  of  right.  It  Is  also 
seen  that  a  weak  brother  may  be  there¬ 
by  led  Into  error.  So,  what  la  legally 
right  may  be  virtually  wrong. 

No  liberty  of  ours  should  be  a  stumbl- 
lngblock  to  others.  A  thing  which  the 
strong  could  do  safely  might  cause  the 
wank  Christian  first  to  violate  his  con¬ 
science  and  theo  to  Indulge  in  brazen 
misdoing.  The  reckless  exercise  of  his 
rights  by  a  strong  man  may  threaten 
his  weak  brother  with  destruction.  And 
remember  that  Christ  died  for  the  weak 
as  well  as  for  the  strong.  So  the  vice 
of  abused  liberties  reaches  the  climax 
of  Injury  in  the  sin  against  Christ.  He 
identifies  himself  with  his  people,  espec¬ 
ially  with  the  little  ones.  Hence,  smiting 
them  wounds  him  and  wronging  them 
Injures  him. 

(4)  Abstinence  from  everything  doubt¬ 
ful  or  dangerous  to  others  Is  the  true 
resolve  of  the  true  Christian.  It  is  the 
only  safe  and  sac  rifle  si  course;  abstain 
totally  from  everything  which  may  cause 
others  to  stdmble  and  sin.  The  great 
apostle  hlmseH  stated  the  correct  prior-

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Catholics  Criticize 
Lebanese  School  Law 

BEIRUT,  Lebanon — Lebanese  Roman 
Catholic  leaders  have  sent  a  memo¬ 
randum  to  President  Bishara-al  Khuri 
declaring  that  Catholic  schools  cannot 
raise  teachers'  salaries  unless  the  gov¬ 
ernment  gives  the  schools  "more  ade¬ 
quate  material  aid.” 

("Adequate  material  aid”  simply 
meant  that  they  want  the  goverpment 
te  help  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Catholic 
parochial  school  teachers.  Note  that 
they  say  that  the  parochial  schools 
have  not  been  given  the  right  to  bene¬ 
fit  from  the  PUBLIC  TREASURY.  Why 
should  thoy?  And  why  should  the  state 
"•  comprehensive  and  equitable 
solution  to  the  problem  of  parochial 
schools.  That  is  a  Catholic  problem, 
not  a  state  problem.) 

The  Catholic  leaders’  note  was  sent 
after  the  r-tuunese  parliament  had 
passed  a  law  raising  the  salaries  of 
State  school  teachers  and  urged  paro¬ 
chial  school  authorities  to  grant  the 
same  benefits  to  their  teachers.

The  bishops  said: 

“The  legislative  power  has  nobly 
looked  after  the  welfare  of  instructors 
but  it  has  not  found  a  comprehensive 
and  equitable  solution  to  the  problem 
of  parochial  schools.  It  has  imposed 
upon  parochial  schools  obligations  which 
are  beyond  their  means,  but  it  has 
not  given  these  schools  the  right  to 
benefit  from  the  PUBLIC  TREASURY 
to  meet  these  obligations.”

The  pastorium  of  the  New  Hope 
Church,  Harrison  County,  which  is  val¬ 
ued  at  $7,000,  was  recently  dedicated 
debt-free. 

Citizens  of  the  New  Hope  community 
In  1944  held  mission  services  in  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Jack  Saucier  with  Rev. 
P.  S.  Dodge  of  Grace  Memorial  Church 
ABtl  Rev,  W .  S.  Allen  of  Long  Beach  in 
charge  of  the  meetings. 

In  less  than  a  year  New  Hope  Church 
was  organized  with  IS  charter  nen- 


bera.  It  now  has  143  members.  During 
this  year  there  have  been  40  additions, 
31  by  baptism. 

Rev.  Joe  Edwards  was  the  first  pas¬ 
tor  of  New  Hope.  During  hia  pastorate 
a  church  building  was  erected.  Under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Watkins 
the  pastorium  was  started.  Rev.  Jack 
Dodge  became  the  pastor  in  194$,  but 
was  called  into  the  service  shortly  after 
hia  pastorate  began.  Rev.  Robert  C. 
Clardy  waa  named  pastor  after  Mr. 
Dodge  and  is  the  pastor  today.
